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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
7. Claims 21,4,6,8,12-13,17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nitenson (3417719) in view of Jasse (3098446) . 



Nitenson shows the gas cadridge powered projectile with an add on nozzle 20 
and in col. 3 line 54 states that fins can be added. Jasse shows in figure 9 an add 
on nozzle for a tube launched projectile that has retractable fins that are 
deployed by a spring 54 to deploy the fins once it leaves the tube. It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to make the add on fins of Nitenson as taught by Jasse as it would further 
stabilize the projectile. 

1. Claims 14-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Nitenson as applied in paragraph Jasse above, and further in view of Eksergian 

(2405415). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to angle the fins of the above combination to make the projectile 
spin as taught by Eksergian since it will further stabilize the projectile by spinning.
